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CHAFFEY AWARDED 
FEDERAL AVIATION 
‘TRAINING PROGRAM | 


Long-Sought Recognition Is 
Given to Aeronautics 
Department 


Chaffey junior college has been 
allotted a quota of not less than 





20 students in the Civilian Pilot 


Training program, according to a 
letter received today by Charles L. 
Turner, head of the aeronautics de- 
partment. 

The letter, written by Robert H. 
Hinckley, chairman of the Civil 
Aeronautics authority in Wash- 
ington, D. Cy states that aeronau- 
tical field inspectors of the CAA 
will shortly examine the equip- 
ment and instruction staff and 
that the entire program will be 
carried out as nearly on the orig- 
inal schedule as possible. 

The government requires schools 
in charge of the ground instruction 
to give sufficient training to pre- 
pare each student for a private 
pilot certificate of competency. 
The course must extend over a full 
academic year and be divided into 
two parts. 

There will be 72 hours of ground 
school work given at Chaffey and 
a minimum of 35 to a maximum of 
50 hours of flight instruction at 
the local airport. Ground instruc- 
tion consists of nine parts. 

These are: History of aviation, 
civil air regulations, navigation, 
meteorology, parachute, aircraft 
and theory of flight, engines, in- 
struments and radio uses and 
forms. Actual flying instruction 
will consist of not less than 8 hours 
of dual work with the instructor, 
which includes familiarization with 
controls, instruments and mechan- 
ics, starting and stopping proced- 
ure, use of parachutes, taxiing, 
normal climbs and _ glides, spins, 
landing and take-off maneuvers. 

There is to be a minimum of 3 
hours primary solo flight and 15 
hours advanced solo flight. These 
are the requirements which must 
be met by the institutions partici- 
pating in the Pilot Training pro- 
gram. 

All those taking the year course 
must be citizens of the United

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Interest in Government 





This isn’t ‘‘Bovs’ Week’’ or ‘‘Good Government Week’’ 
or any other special week dealing with civics and govern- 
ment. 


Nevertheless, this discussion concerns an opportunity that 
we believe exists for stimulating greater interest among the 
students and the public in governmental affairs. 

Doubtless most of you know of ‘‘Boys State’’—an assem- 
bly of boys held annually in Sacramento for the purpose of 
teaching youths through an imitation procedure something of 
governmental functions. That is a splendid project and the 
American Legion is making a major contribution to good 
government in seeking to better educate the future eivie and 
political leaders by sponsoring such an activity. 

With Upland and Ontario municipal governments and 


local courts operating all the time, isn’t it possible to give 


many Chaffey students a closer insight into governmental 


affairs and impress upon them the importance of voting, of 
studying governmental activities and of exercising their 
rights as citizens? 

The Chaffey curriculum now includes a well-rounded 
classroom course in civics and political science. From time 
to time, small groups of students attend the Upland and On- 
tario city council meetings. In other ways they get a little 
glimpse of how governmental agencies function. 

Apathy of the general public is an ever-present concern 
—and here we are facing a special election with an estimat- 
ed million citizens not even registered as voters. Often- 
times at elections only a few hundred voters go to the polls. 
The need for greater interest in public affairs by a larger 
number of people is very apparent. 

Certainly those boys who have been at Boys’ State know 
more about government—and will forever be more interest- 
ed in public affairs. Those few students who have attended 
the city council meetings may also be slightly more inter- 
ested in local government. 
~ Why not link more closely classroom instruction and 
practical governmental management? Why only a Boys 
State once a year for only a select few when it might be pos- 
sible to partially duplicate that experience for hundreds 


throughout the year on the Chaffey campus and in the Up- 
land and Ontario city halls? 

Some cities observe ‘‘Boys’ Week’’ annually and 
youths to occupy governmental chairs. That is a worthy 
gesture, but a comprehensive practical program, correlated 
with classroom studies, would include many more youths and 
would be effective in stimulating the interest of students—

Because the tragedy of broken homes leaves its deepest 
sears on children a new California law which went into ef- 





fect last week promises to do muclr good. 

As a preventive to hasty divorce action in which young- 
sters are concerned, the new measure provides that. divorcee 
cases may be transferred to the jurisdiction of the new Chil- 
dren’s Court of Conciliation. 

On the first day the law went into effect, eight children 
—all members of one family—marched into a San Francisco 
Superior court when the divorce suit, filed by the mother, 


was called. The judge promptly transferred the case to the 
Children’s Court and delayed action on the case until mext 
month. In the meantime, the new court will try to dissuade 
the parents from carrying through the divorce action, for the 
sake of their children, unless there is absolutely no hope of 


reconciliation. - 

Certainly by delaying action on so serious a step as the 
breaking up of families, and giving ruffled tempers and over- 
wrought nerves a chance to cool, the new measure does a 
very helpful service to the individuals involved and to the 


community in furthering youngsters’ chances for’a normal 
unbringing.

| By Republican Club 








Laying aside partisan political 
questions, 112 persons attending 
the luncheon meeting held Friday 
in the W. R. C. Memorial hall in 
Ontario by the San Bernardino 
County Republican Women’s club, 
iheard Mrs. Boyce Smith of Los 
Angeles analyze and discuss the 
Retirement Life Payments (“ham 
and eggs’) bill. 

Mrs. Smith, a particularly bril- 
liant speaker from Republican 
party headquarters in Los An- 
geles, has made a close study of 
the initiative measure to be. voted 
on at the special election on Nov. 
7 and in her address she presented 
a masterly interpretation of the 
viewpoint of the opponents of the 
bill. 

DANGERS POINTED OUT 

Reading excerpts from the bill, 
Mrs. Smith gave special attention 
to the numerous provisions that 
she considers the most dangerous 
to the welfare of the people, men- 
tioning particularly sections 15, 
36 and 37. 

Section 15 deals with the tax 
provisions of the bill, incorporat- 
ing the retail sales tax act of 1933 
and the use tax act of 1935, estab- 
lishing a 3 per cent gross income 
tax and regulating the expenditure 
thereof. 

Section 36 specifies the manner 
in which the Retirement Life Pay- 
ments amendment (if voted) may 
be amended, Mrs. Smith pointing 
out that such action is to be con- 
trolled entirely by the Retirement 
Life Payments administor, making 
practically impossible any changes 
not approved by that official. 

Section 37 provides that no in- 
junction ever shall be issued to in- 
terfere with the administration of 
any part of the measure. Mrs. 
Smith expressed the opinion that 
this section and the preceeding one 
place the measure and its admin- 
istrator beyond the reach of the 
courts, the legislature and the gov- 
ernor, 

DICTATORSHIP FEARED 

Of equal, or perhaps even great- 
er importance, in the opinion of 
opponents of the measure, Mrs. 
Smith pointed out, is section 4, 
which makes it mandatory for the 
governor to appoint one 
specifically designated men to 
serve as administrator until his
